Threat of War Is 
Growing in Congo 

ELISABETH VILLE, The ConRo, Aup. 23 {/P) — The 
threat of fi;?htinjr alonff the Katanga border grew today. 
Congolese forces loyal lo Premier Patrice Lumumba were 
reported within 20 milea of the rich aecessionist province. 
Katanpi'-s rebel Premier Moise Tshombc rushed troops lo 
the northern frontier and prepared to fly lo the frojit 
himself to mily his men against invasion. "My troops want 
ito see me and I want to see them to show them I am .'ilill 
in charge in Katanga," de- 
clared Tshombe, who has 
proclaimed his province in- 
dependent of Lumumba's 
central government. 

Tshombe's military commanders 
aald their torcea had blown up roll 
bridges and mined the lew roai*- 
leading loulh from Kasal provlni 
Into Kalanga. 

A Katanga army sixikesma 
placed Congolese troops In Lupta, 
an agricultural center about 20 
mIlea from the frontier, but said 
patrola were probably probing bo 
dcr defenses. 

The Congolese were part ot 
force Lumumba Ilcw Into Kasal 
province lost week. They landed at 
Luluabourg, coplui ot Kosal, end 
some moved east to capture Bak- 
wonga. capllAl ot the so-called 
"mineral ^tate" T.hose Jocal tribal 
leader. Albert Kotonjl. haa lined 
up with Tshombe and wanta t 
unite his territory with Katanga. 

Others of Lumumba's troops le 
ported ly swung south to LupoU. 
and the Kai^inga army Gpokeainan 
said there was another force '
